1. REQUEST EMBASSY PASS FOLLOWING TO ACADEMICIAN YURI A. 
IZRAEL WITH COPY TO KAZAKOV. 

2. "DEAR ACADEMICIAN IZRAEL: WE HAVE RECEIVED THE CABLED 
TEXT OF YOUR RECENT UNDATED LETTER TO CORTESI. IN PREPARA- 
TION FOR YOUR FORTHCOMING VISIT TO THE UNITED STATES, WE HAVE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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PREPARED THE ENCLOSED ITINERARIES FOR YOUR APPROVAL. THEY 
TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THE DESIRABILITY OF AN INITIAL COMBINED 
MEETING ON BIOSPHERE RESERVES AND COMPREHENSIVE ANALYSIS OF 
THE ENVIRONMENT, SEPARATE MEETINGS ON THESE TWO PROJECTS. 
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AND SUBSEQUENT PARTICIPATION BY SOME MEMBERS OF BOTH PRO- 
JECTS IN THE FOURTH ANNUAL MEETING OF THE US-USSR JOINT 
COMMITTEE. 

THE ITINERARIES HAVE BEEN BASED ON THE FOLLOWING UNDER- 
STANDINGS: 

A. SIZE OF DELEGATIONS: 

(1) BIOSPHERE RESERVES - WE ASSUME THAT THIS DELEGATION 
WILL COMPRISE 2-4 PEOPLE (INCLUDING ONE OR TWO MEMBERS WHO 
WILL ATTEND THE JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING); 

(2) COMPREHENSIVE ANALYSIS - 14 PEOPLE (INCLUDING DR. 

KAZAKOV AND MR. NOVOZHILOV; WE ASSUME THAT ONE OTHER MEMBER 
OF YOUR SECRETARIAT STAFF, MRS. DANILKINA, WILL ARRIVE OCT 

26 TO JOIN THE COMPREHENSIVE ANALYSIS DELEGATION IN WASHING- 
TON FOR THE JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING). 

B. FINANCES: BIOSPHERE RESERVE DELEGATES WILL BE RECEIVED ON 
THE BASIS OF "SENDING SIDE PAYS". IF ONE OR MORE OF THE BIO- 
SPHERE RESERVE DELEGATES ARE INCLUDED AS DELEGATES TO THE 
JOINT COMMITTEE MEETING, THEIR PARTICIPATION IN THAT MEETING 
WOULD ALSO BE ON THE BASIS OF "SENDING SIDE PAYS." ALL OTHERS 
WILL BE RECEIVED ON THE BASIS OF "RECEIVING SIDE PAYS" THROUGH 
OUT THEIR STAY IN THE USA. 

C. THE US SIDE WILL COMPLETE ALL NECESSARY RESERVATIONS FOR 
TRAVEL AND ACCOMMODATIONS FOR ALL MEMBERS OF BOTH DELEGATIONS 
DURING THEIR STAY IN THE USA, IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE FINANCIAL 
ARRANGEMENTS SET FORTH IN PARAGRAPH B ABOVE. (HOTEL RESERVA- 
TIONS FOR BIOSPHERE RESERVE DELEGATES WILL BE MADE AT A 

COST OF NO MORE THAN TWENTY DOLLARS PER DAY PER PERSON.) 

D. WE HAVE SCHEDULED YOU TO VISIT WITH MR. TRAIN FROM SUNDAY 
EVENING, OCTOBER 26, THROUGH MONDAY, OCTOBER 27. 

THE PROPOSED PROGRAMS HAVE BEEN DESIGNED TO MAKE YOUR TRIP 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MOST EFFECTIVE AND TO DEMONSTRATE TO BOTH DELEGATIONS SPECIFIC 
ACTIVITIES IN THE USA BEING UNDERTAKEN TO ENHANCE JOINT COOPERA- 
TION UNDER THE US-USSR ENVIRONMENTAL AGREEMENT. 

WE LOOK FORWARD TO YOUR VISIT AND TO YOUR EARLY COMMENTS AND
